ARRL  BULLETIN  NR  60  -  Fro®  fiRRL  Headquarters,  Newington 
CT,  July  21,  1984  -  To  All  Radio  Amateurs  BT 

The  American  Radio  Relay  League  is  now  a  Volunteer 
Examiner  Coordinator.  On  July  12,  the  Commission  ruled 
on  Docket  84  265,  persitting  recoupment  of  expenses  by 
VECs. 

In  anticipation  of  this,  fiRRL  had  filed  its  petition  to 
become  a  VEC  on  June  27.  On  July  21,  culminating  sore 
than  two  years  of  intensive  planning  and  preparation, 
representatives  of  the  fiRRL  and  the  FCC  signed  a 
memorandum  of  agreement  at  the  fiRRL  National  Convention 
in  New  York  City. 

The  agreement  authorizes  the  fiRRL  to  accredit  volunteer 
examiners  and  coordinate  giving  upgrade  exams  in  each 
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of  the  13  FCC-dsfined  regions.  The  fiRRL  will  now 
proceed  on  its  announced  course  of  action,  coordinating 
Technician,  general,  Advanced  and  Extra  Class  exams  at 
haafssts  and  conventions  in  September  and  October. 

Beginning  in  November  of  this  year,  ARRL  will 
coordinate  exams  at  any  location.  Sponsors  oust 
register  their  intent  with  the  ARRL  VEC  Office,  225 
Main  Street,  Newington,  CT,  06311,  at  least  75  days  in 
advance. 

The  thousands  of  Advanced  and  Extra  Class  licensees  who 
have  applied  to  serve  as  Volunteer  Examiners  with  the 
fiRRL  should  complete  and  return  their  application 
materials  to  H8  as  soon  as  possible.  They  will  he 
accredited  and  sent  credentials  in  time  for  the  first 
ARRL  coordinated  exam  sessions  in  September ,
